Text of a letter to the President of HBO from Don King 


Don King says HBO Unfair to the Black 
and Minority Community 


Re: Holyfield v. Lewis, II 

The purpose of this letter is to respond to your 
proposal to me, as made by Mr. Seth Abraham of 
Time Warner Sports, for the promotion and broad- 
cast of the rematch between Evander Holyfield and 
Lennox Lewis. The proposal requests, in part, that 
if I am indicted or otherwise charged with a crime 
related to Holyfield v. Lewis, I, or influencing or at- 
tempting to influence the outcome of any boxing 
match, HBO can cause Don Ding and/or Don King 
Productions to no longer be the public promoter of 
the bout. A copy of the proposal was delivered to me 
by Mr. Abraham on May 18, 1999, and a copy is at- 
tached hereto. Subsequently, on May 24, 9999, Mr. 
Abraham modified the proposal by proposing, in 
part, that if Don King Productions is charged with 
the commission of any act which could bring itself 
into public disrepute, contempt, scandal or ridicule 
or which could reflect unfavorable upon the event, 
TVKO and HBO, in their sole discretion, could 
cause Don King Productions to no longer serve as a 
public promoter of the event. 


It is with great mental pain, anguish and disap- 
pointment that I take up the pen to respond to your 
proposal. 


I have been informed by Mr. Seth Abraham, 
whom I regard as a dear friend, that I should com- 
ply with your request and give up my Constitu- 
tional right, namely, “the presumption of innocence 
until proven guilty,” to provide Time Warner the 
comfort it needs for an association with Don King 
Productions in the promotion of the rematch of the 
bout between Evander Holyfield and Lennox Lewis. 


I am informed that Time Warner's request is 
based upon a “hypothetical” that should Don King 
be indicated for “fight fixing" in regard to Holyfield 
v. Lewis, I, that I should: 


1. step aside as the promoter of Holyfield v. 
Lewis, II. I have been informed by representatives 
of HBO that if DKP or Don King is indicted or oth- 
erwise charged with a crime related to a) Holyfield- 
Lewis I or b) influencing or attempting to influence 
the outcome of any boxing match, HBO can cause 
DKP to no longer be the public promoter for the 
bout. 


2. The decision shall be made by President of 
Time Warner Sports, Seth Abraham. 


3. If DKP is no longer the public promoter for the 
bout: 


a. DKP and Don shall not take any public 


actions as promoter, including any press con- 
ferences or interviews; 

b. DKP and Don King shall issue a press re- 
lease approved by HBO stating that TVKO/ 
HBO have decided to remove DKP and Don 
King as the public promoters for the bout; and 


c DKP and Don shall not make any further 
comment regarding their removal. 


4. Subject to a court or government order to the 
contrary, DKP’s rights and obligations under the 
agreement for the bout, including any right to re- 
ceive payments, shall not be affected by its removal 
as the public promoter for the bout. 


As the rightful owner of the promotional rights 
to the rematch, I am therefore requesting that you 
relinquish your exclusive US pay per view distribu- 
tion rights over Lennox Lewis so that this impor- 
tant fight can be made. It must be remembered that 
you do not own the US pay per per view distribu- 
tion rights to Evander Holyfield’s fights, but are us- 
ing your rights over Lewis to force a deal with you 
even though Lewis’ promoters have agreed to terms 
with me. As Congress currently debates the 
Muhammad Ali Boxing Reform act, I think it is im- 
portant for your network to demonstrate that it will 
not stand in the way of important fights being made 
by using an exclusive pay per view distribution 
agreement with one fighter to exact control over an 
entire fight, for to do so would make you the de 
facto promoter (for which, I note, you do not have a 
license), and not just the US pay per view distribu- 
tor. 


This is not to say that you should not be compen- 
sated for relinquishing your rights. As you know, on 
the last event, TVKO made a profit of $1.5 million. 
In order to compensate you for your US pay per 
view distribution rights over Lewis and in order to 
make this fight, I am willing to do the unprec- 
edented that is buy out your US pay per view dis- 
tribution rights over Lewis for $2 million without 
you having to undertake any risk whatsoever. I am 
willing to make this offer even though it means that 
I will be in effect paying the US pay per view distri- 
bution fee twice because I believe that this fight 
must take place for the good of the sport. 


I look forward to hearing from you as soon as 
possible because time is of the essence.

I arrived in Korea in the Spring of 1951, an 18 year 
old youth seeking to meet his obligation to his coun- 
try. 

I volunteered for the service as opposed to wait- 
ing to be drafted. I didn't seek any laurels because 
of this and I feel that any American citizen who 
could, should have been willing to do the same. 


As a man who had only *played" at war, I could 
not begin to imagine the nightmare that was about 
to begin changing part of my life forever. 


The ride on the troop-train from Pusan to a 
small village whose name I cannot recall at this 
time was uneventful. From there we traveled by 
truck to another small village, debarked and pre- 
pared to bivouac for the night. 


It is quite dark now and it is my turn to perform 
sentinel duty. The setting has an eeriness about it. 
The moon is full and shadows are cast all about us. 
In the distance there are the black outlines of some 
hills from which behind intermittent flashes appear 
followed by the muffled sounds of artillery guns. 


The soldiers who are sleeping on a defunct ten- 
nis court toss about in an uneasy sleep. Their move- 
ments make a scraping sound adding to the discom- 
fort I already had as I patrolled the perimeter. 


My line of patrol brought me close to some 
bushes and trees beyond which there is pitch black- 
ness. I couldn't help but think that may moment I 
would feel a hand clamp over my mouth and a 
thrusting of cold steel in my ribs. The nightmare is 
more pronounced now: I am in a War-Zone!!! 


Just prior to being committed to the frontlines, 
our maneuvers brought us to a stream. Being low 
on water I, along with some others, paused, placed 
a purifying tablet in our canteens, dipped some wa- 
ter from that stream and gulped down a swallow or 
two. We proceeded upstream. Much to our horror, 
we came upon a partially decomposed human body 
lying in that same stream!! Notwithstanding the 
purifying precautions I had taken, can I ever erase 
this from my mind? Is there something within me 
preparing to spread?! 

On another occasion, the enemy dropped (by way 


of mortar) some leaflets on us. On them was the pic- 
ture of a Black man who had been lynched in the 
South. The caption read: “Black G.I.s” — is this why 
you risk you life? Is this what awaits you when you 
get home? I knew there were lynchings occurring at 
that time, but I also knew that the enemy didn’t 
care about me. However, it did prey on my mind. 


Among many other harrowing wartime experi- 
ences there stands the trauma of a hand grenade 
falling inside a bunker I was in. My buddies and I 
tried to get out before the explosion but were unable 


to do so. I remember seeing the blue-white flash 
when it went off and then feeling sick. I wanted to 
know how my buddies were and was told that an- 
other guy had also been hit. The medic assured me 
that he and I would be alright. I was evacuated to 
Japan to recover. 

I returned to the front and vividly recall a day- 
time combat patrol mission I was part of. We were: 
to proceed toward “Jackson Heights" in an attempt 
to reach another patrol that had come under heavy 
enemy fire. 

We crossed over a wide open area of rice paddies 
clearly visible to the North Koreans in the nearby 
hills. We traversed a shallow creek. Two others and 
I were ordered to check out some “Hooches” as the 
rest of the patrol proceeded towards the belea- 
guered patrol. Suddenly, from behind a hill to our 
right, 120 mm mortar shells came roaring in upon 
us. These was a blood chilling experience as i felt so 
helpless. When a man is shooting at you with a pis- 
tol or rifle, you can shot back. You can do nothing 
with mortar rounds except try to “burrow” into the 
ground! 

I tried to pray but I was so frightened, I ad

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only stammer, “Our Father...” A shell hit a tree. I 
had looked up just before it impacted. I saw the red- 


_ white flash followed by thick black smoke. My 


buddy screamed: “GOD damn man, this is enough 


. of this shit”! 


The shelling intensified. Our platoon leader, Lt. 
Flagg got on the radio to talk to the Battalion Com- 
mander, Major Gass. “Sir, we are under intense 120 
mm mortar fire!! We are taking casualties! What 
are your orders?" After receiving a reply: Lt. Flagg 
shout: ^Withdraw"!! 


I leaped to my feet onto a dried out creek bed 
and ran at top speed towards the creek we had 
crossed over on our way over to where we were now. 


The mortar shells continued to detonate angrily 
seeking out our bodies to tear them to bits. How- 
ever, we suffered no fatalities that day thanks to 
GOD. 


Sometime later we were ourselves on "Jackson 
Heights," but I was ordered home because my 
mother had suffered a stroke and was not expected 
to survive. 


Nine months later after having crossed the Con- 
tinental United States nine times. (This was neces- 
sary because when I would just about be ready to 
"ship-out" overseas again, my mother would suffer 


‚а relapse and I had to go back home to be at her 


side). 


The time did come however, when I, knowing she 
could be alright and even though I could have fin- 
ished out my enlistment in California, walked up to 
a major who was calling out the names of the men 
to be shipped overseas. I told him I wanted to rejoin 
my outfit. He looked at me half quizzically, half ad- 
miring, and granted my wish a few weeks later. I 
returned to Korea only to find that the men in my 
outfit who had survived had been sent home. 


I was assigned to the Reconnaissance, an intelli- 
gence platoon and was back ion the line in an ob- 
servation post in the Mung-Dung-Ni Valley across 
from Heartbreak Ridge. I ended my tour of duty 
there after some more very terrifying experiences. 


I hope that it would not be determined by the 
reader that these experiences I’ve described (these 
are not all of them) pale in comparison to other 
accounts that have been read. We are all affected 


differently by similar events. It may well be that 
the mere thought of being under hostile fire could 
be as chilling to one person as it is to another who 
has actually lived it! 


I find it very difficult to describe all of the 
horrors my war experiences have been for once you 
voluntarily recall them they just don't go away at 
the snap of a finger. It is far more comforting to 
“shut them out" but this is not always possible. I 
must sleep and some of my deepest traumatic war 
experiences have crept into my dreams too many 
times. 


I hold that simply because the physical scars 
from the war do not make me grotesque to look at 
does not mean they are not there. But for more 
troubling are the wounds within that are there to 
stay. I know I'm carrying schrapnel in two parts of 
my body. This is unnatural! 


I know that when I place the fingers of my left 
hand on my right hand and feel the steel that has 
been there since September 18th, 1951, whether I 
like it or not I return to those days that had some of 
the words horrors man can witness. 


I don't believe that one has to be a *walking time 
bomb” or have a a “crazed” look to show trauma 
engendered by ones exposure to *Hell On Earth". 


I know that I am truly blessed to have first, 
survived the war and secondly, to deal with this 
trauma in the manner that I do. But I will never be 
able to say: “It didn't happen”! 


Ilive in a part of Newark, New Jersey had at one 
time echoing in the streets, the dreadful sounds of 
"Uzis". That sound revived that hibernating spirit 
of the war after a long slumber. 


I pray that if nothing else results form this 
correspondence that the reader will get a better 
understanding of my feelings than the preceding 
evaluator arrived at.
